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Hillsboro,  N.  C,  August  12,  1902. 

The  Sixteenth  Annual  Session  of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance 
of  North  Carolina  opened  at  noon  in  Alliance  Hall,  Headquar- 
ters Building,  President  W.  B.  Fleming  in  the  chair.  After  the 
usual  opening  ceremonies  and  prayer  by  the  Chaplain,  Bro.  W. 
S.  Mercer,  the  roll  of  counties  was  called  and  the  following  found 
represented :

The  President  appointed  Brethren  R.  H.  Lane,  H.  T.  Jones  and 

.J.  M.  Mitchell  Committee  on  Credentials,  who  reported  the  above 

named  delegates  present  and  without  contest.     (Where  two  names 

are  given,  the  first  is  that  of  the  delegate  and  the  second  that  of 

the  alternate.) 

On  motion  of  Maj.  Graham,  adopted,  the  following  schedule  of 
hours  was  arranged:  Meet  at  8.30  a.  m.,  adjourn  for  dinner  at 
12.30  p.  m. ;  re-convene  at  3  p.  m.  to  adjourn  at  will  and  assemble 
again  for  night  session  at  8.30  p.  m. 

On  motion,  Bro.  C.  H.  Poe  was  elected  Recording  Secretary. 

President  Fleming  then  delivered  his  annual  address  as  follows : 

president's  address. 

We  are  thankful  that  we  have  been  permitted  to  meet  in  annual 
session  the  sixteenth  time  as  a  State  Alliance.  We  congratulate 
the  sub-Alliances  that  have  furnished  delegates  to  compose  this 
body;  it  is  evidence  that  there  is  continued  faith  in  the  Order. 
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Nothing  of  special  note  in  Alliance  matters  has  occurred  since 
our  last  meeting.  A  quiet  has  prevailed  which  indicates  that  a 
large  per  cent  of  the  farmers  are  either  contented  in  their  condi- 
tion of  poverty  or  they  have  no  confidence  in  union  of  strength 
and  organization  as  a  means  to  better  their  condition. 

The  official  reports  of  the  several  departments  will  be  submitted 
at  the  proper  time,  which  will  put  you  in  possession  of  all  neces- 
sary information  as  to  the  condition  of  the  Alliance  numerically 
and  financially. 

There  are  evils  of  a  political  nature  that  afflict  our  State  and 
reforms  needed  which  I  shall  not  mention;  there  are  indications 
that  each  will  have  the  attention  of  the  people  before  a  great 
while. 

For  several  years  there  have  been  efforts  whicn  encourage  the 
disposition  on  the  part  of  many  farmers  to  organize  and  co-op- 
crate  on  different  lines  to  secure  some  specific  object.  These  or- 
ganizations at  best  are  temporary,  entered  into  under  stress  of 
circumstances  and  are  local  if  not  selfish  in  their  nature.  Those 
who  engineer  them  know  that  it  takes  an  immense  amount  of 
faith,  courage  and  hard  work  to  convince  their  fellow  farmers 
that  results  beneficial  to  all  can  be  obtained.  Oftener  than  other- 
wise such  associations  dissolve  without  accomplishing  anything 
except  possibly  to  put  some  leader  in  a  county  or  State  office. 
After  awhile  necessity  again  rises  to  organize  for  protection 
against  low  prices  or  some  other  grievance  and  then  the  same 
amount  of  work  must  be  done  again,  which  is  a  trying  and  expen- 
sive procedure  and  should  be  abandoned  in  the  interest  of  the 
Alliance  which  is  a  non-political  and  permanent  organization 
officered  by  the  voice  and  vote  of  the  Order,  well  equipped  and 
always  available.  At  a  critical  moment  valuable  time  and  money 
need  not  be  spent  to  create  public  opinion,  but  being  in  touch 
through  sub-Alliances,  any  emergency  may  be  considered  and 
acted  upon  in  a  few  days  or  weeks  that  would  otherwise  require 
month  or  years. 

We  will  say,  however,  in  passing  that  every  true  Allianceman 
bails  with  joy  the  spirit  of  organization  that  prompts  such  efforts 
for  protection  and  regrets  that  they  have  so  signally  failed,  for 
we  believe  that  successful  organization  on  any  agricultural  line 
would  benefit  the  Alliance  and  the  membership  of  such  associa- 
tions finally  drifts  into  its  ranks.  But  every  time  such  efforts  fail 
it  is  a  victory  for  those  who  wish  to  keep  the  farmers  scattered 
and  the  old  song  is  repeated,  "Farmers  will  not  stick."  We  cor- 
dially invite  our  fellow  farmers  who  are  or  have,  been  members 
of  the  recent  temporary  associations  to  join  our  Order  and  stand 
with  us  for  mutual  protection.  We  assure  them  that  they  will 
be  received  with  warm  hearts  and  may  have  the  machinery  and 
experience  of  the  Alliance  to  right  their  grievances,  though  they 
may  be  many. 

At  last  public  education  is  first  and  foremost  in  the  minds  of 
many  political  leaders  and  prominent  educators,  which  is  a  pleas- 
ing thought,  though  these  men  are  years  behind  the  Alliance  in 
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this  movement.  The  founders  of  our  Order  realized  that  to 
better  the  condition  of  the  agricultural  classes  education  should 
be  encouraged  and  fostered  by  the  organization.  Therefore  in 
the  Declaration  of  Principles  the  first  clause  reads :  "To  labor 
for  the  education  of  the  agricultural  classes  in  the  science  of 
economical  government  in  a  strictly  non-partisan  spirit."  Hence 
with  the  Alliance  sprang  up  an  educational  interest  which  gave 
needed  aid  and  encouragement  to  the  State  and  county  officials 
who  were  entrusted  with  the  direction  of  public  education.  This 
interest  fostered  the  A.  &  M.  College  which  was  brought  into 
existence  by  Farmers'  Clubs  which  preceded  and  were  converted 
into  the  Alliance  when  it  entered  this  State,  and  also  established 
the  Normal  and  Industrial  College  at  Greensboro.  This  interest 
has  grown  and  circumstances  connected  therewith  have  developed 
an  educational  campaign  in  the  State  sxich  as  we  have  never  be- 
fore had.  The  Governor  is  possibly  spending  more  time  to  arouse 
the  people  on  education  than  has  ever  been  spent  on  any  line  in 
the  past,  and  many  prominent  educators  are  working  harmo- 
niously with  him  to  accomplish  one  great  end,  namely :  that  more 
of  the  young  people  may  have  higher  education  and  all  the  chil- 
dren have  an  opportunity  to  read  and  write.  We  feel  that  the 
Alliance  will  aid  and  support  every  reasonable  effort  that  may  be 
made  to  advance  education. 

In  like  manner  the  Alliance  has  encouraged  other  essentials 
to  progress  leading  to  better  citizenship,  and  no  organization  has 
accomplished  so  much  in  developing  that  independence  of  thought 
and  action  so  necessary  in  a  free  government. 

As  an  organization  we  are  not  as  hysterical  at  the  mention  of 
trusts  as  we  once  were,  yet  they  are  more  numerous  and  have 
grown  greater  in  evil  doings.  We  recognize  the  fact  that  there  are 
organizations,  corporations  and  trusts  that  stifle  competition,  in- 
jure our  people  and  interfere  with  the  development  of  individual 
enterprises.  Knowing  that  these  forces  are  at  work  in  our  land, 
the  farmers  should  connect  themselves  with  the  Alliance  and 
stand  ready  for  protection  and  not  grope  single  handed  in  the 
dark,  completely  at  the  mercy  of  combined  capital. 

While  we  have  experienced  oppression  we  have  hardly  dreamed 
of  the  organized  oppression  that  ere  long  will  be  brought  to  bear 
upon  the  agricultural  classes  as  well  as  upon  all  others  who  are 
not  connected  with  the  schemers. 

Tilling  the  soil  was  the  first  divine  office  given  to  man.  The 
farmers  of  necessity  feed  and  clothe  all  civilized  mankind,  for 
which  they  receive  but  little  profit,  no  luxuries  and  no  sympathy; 
the  schemers  are  cheating  them  out  of  their  just  proportions  of 
the  fruits  of  their  toil  and  they  are  to-day  hewers  of  wood  and 
drawers  of  water  for  those  who  by  greed  and  oppression  get 
power  and  influence  by  reason  of  their  wealth  and  occasional  do- 
nations. If  the  farmers  were  wise  they  would  organize  and  de- 
mand their  share  of  the  profits  on  every  staple  product  grown  for 
the  use  of  mankind. 

I  recommend  that  you  give  the  subject  of  organizing  and  reor- 
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ganizing  sub-Alliances  your  best  thought  and  attention.  If  the 
plan  now  being  operated  has  proved  to  be  the  best  you  can  devise 
it  should  be  executed  more  effectually.  Our  State  Lecturer 
should  receive  such  compensation  as  will  enable  him  to  give  more 
time  and  attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office. 

Our  Business  Agency,  under  the  efficient  management  of  Bro- 
tber  Parker,  is  the  strong  arm  of  the  Alliance.  The  Agency 
should  be  remembered  whenever  we  have  to  purchase  any- 
thing that  is  needful  upon  the  farm  or  in  the  home.  If  satis- 
factory arrangements  can  be  made  to  locate  it  at  Raleigh,  the 
I.  u  sin  ess  Agency,  which  has  proved  ?o  valuable  to  our  Order, 
could,  in  my  opinion,  exert  a  greater  influence  and  accomplish 
far  better  results  financially. 

The  Progressive  Farmer  is  a  valuable  agricultural  paper,  and 
pess'bly  the  best  all-round  family  paper  in  the  Souih.  The  price, 
$1.00  per  year,  can  not  be  considered,  compared  to  its  value  in 
every  family.  I  recommi .rid  that  we  use  our  influence  to  get  it 
in  every  home  in  our  respective  communities. 

We  trust  that  all  that  attend  this  meeting  will  have  a  pleasant 
time,  and  from  it  may  go  out  an  Alliance  revival  which  will  put 
the  farmers  of  every  county  in  the  State  in  close  touch  one  with 
another,  for  their  mutual  benefit  and  protection. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Mitchell  moved  that  the  President's  Address  be  ac- 
cepted and  furnished  to  the  press  for  publication.     Adopted. 

The  hour  for  dinner  having  arrived,  the  Alliance  adjourned 
until  3  o'clock  p.  m.

Bro.  J.  C.  Bain,  State  Lecturer,  then  read  the  following  report : 

REPORT   OF    LECTURER. 

To  the   Officers  and  Members   of  the  North  Carolina   Farmers' 
State  Alliance: 
Brethren:  Last  fall  I  received  a  number  of  invitations  from 
different  sections  of  the  State  to  go  into  their  midst  and  try  to 
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reorganize  the  Alliance,  many  of  which  I  could  not  accept  as  there 
had  been  no  conference  between  myself  and  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, which  has  the  supervision  of  the  lecture  system,  and  no 
plans  had  been  mapped  out  by  which  I  could  do  the  most  effective 
work.  However,  the  demands  from  Pamlico  County  were  so 
strong  that  I  deemed  it  advisable  to  visit  the  brethren  there  in 
October  and  remain  with  them  a  week  or  more.  As  a  result  of 
my  work  there  we  reorganized  three  sub-Alliances,  and  the  in- 
terest manifested  among  the  brethren  and  citizens  generally  was 
very  encouraging  and  gratifying. 

I  was  informed  that  the  Executive  Committee  wanted  me  to 
do  some  work  in  Martin,  Beaufort  and  Currituck  counties,  so  I 
visited  those  counties  in  January.  The  weather  at  many  of  the 
appointments  was  exceedingly  cold  and  my  efforts  were  not  as 
productive  of  good  as  I  had  hoped  for,  nor  as  I  have  reason  to 
think  they  would  have  been  if  the  weather  had  been  more 
pleasant. 

I  have  spent  forty-six  days  in  the  lecturing  field  during  the 
year  and  filled  about  that  number  of  appointments,  principally  in 
Sampson,  Martin,  Pamlico,  Beaufort  and  Currituck  counties. 

If  the  means  are  at  hand,  I  desire  to  urge  upon  the  brethren 
the  necessity  and  importance  of  electing  some  good  and  able 
brother  as  Lecturer,  who  can  devote  the  greater  part  of  his  time 
to  lecturing,  and  that  the  work  be  begun  at  an  early  date  before 
the  chilling  blasts  of  winter  make  it  difficult  to  get  the  people  to 
attend. 

Thanking  the  brethren  and  friends  who  so  kindly  entertained 
me  while  among  them,  also  the  brethren  for  the  honor  conferred 
upon  me  by  being  permitted  to  speak  in  behalf  of  the  Alliance 
as  Lecturer  for  the  last  two  years,  I  am,

Chaplain  Mercer  then  gave  an  oral  outline  of  his  work  during 
the  past  year. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Parker  then  read  the  following  report : 

REPORT    OF    SECRETARY-TREASURER. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers' 
State  Alliance : 
Brethren :  In  my  1901  report  to  your  body  I  said :  "The  time 
is  at  hand  when  something  must  be  done,  or  the  Alliance  in  North 
Carolina  will  materially  suffer.  As  an  organization  we  will  have 
to  go  out  into  the  field  of  active  work,  or  else  see  the  Alliance 
go  the  way  the  Grange  and  all  other  farmers'  organizations  in 
this  State.  To  undertake  to  cover  up  our  weakness  and  try  to 
fool  ourselves  into  the  belief  that  we  are  strong  would  be  the 
height  of  folly.  Better  look  at  the  situation  just  as  it  is,  and 
with  a  determination  born  of  necessity,  take  measures  to  regain 
our  lost  ground.     *     *     *     Was  the  Alliance  a  necessity  when 
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first  organized?  Has  that  necessity  abated?  From  my  view 
organization  among  the  farmers  is  more  imperative  to-day  than 
it  has  ever  been." 

Another  year's  experience  has  only  added  strength  to  the  con- 
viction then  expressed.  Surely  organization  among  the  far- 
mers is  as  strongly  needed  to-day  as  at  any  time  in  the  history 
of  our  country.  Truly  this  is  a  day  of  organization.  We  have 
object  lessons  in  this  from  the  business  world  continually,  and 
yet  the  farmers  apparently  refuse  to  benefit  by  the  experiences 
of  others,  though  they  acknowledge  that  it  is  essential  to  the 
better  development  of  agriculture. 

There  has  been  a  falling  off  in  the  membership  during  the  year, 
as  is  indicated  by  the  absence  of  reports.  There  is  a  cause  for 
this  other  than  a  failure  on  the  part  of  these  brethren  to  believe 
that  the  Alliance  is  a  good  thing  and  that  its  principles  are 
founded  on  truth  and  justice.  The  lack  of  lecturing  probably 
accounts  for  this  falling  away  more  than  all  other  causes  com- 
bined, and  a  revival  of  this  system  would  renew  an  interest  as 
nothing  else  would.  When  we  review  the  situation  and  see  the 
many  good  things  that  have  come  about  by  the  agitation  of  far- 
mers' organizations  we  should  not  be  discouraged;  on  the  con- 
trary we  should  be  strengthened  to  persevere  in  the  good  work 
of  educating  the  people  and  instilling  into  their  minds  the  prin- 
ciples of  the  Alliance  as  taught  by  its  founders. 

Your  Secretary  has  been  invited  to  speak  before  the  Cotton 
States  Association  of  Commissioners  of  Agriculture,  at  Nash- 
ville, Tennessee,  on  "Co-operative  Marketing  of  Fruit,  Farm 
and  Truck  Crops."  That  will  be  an  opportunity  to  impress  on 
that  Association  the  importance  of  co-operation  of  all  the  far- 
mers, which  can  be  successfully  brought  about  only  by  organiza- 
tion. He  has  also  received  a  commission  from  the  Governor  of 
the  State  to  represent  the  Alliance  at  the  Farmers'  National  Con- 
gress which  convenes  in  Macon,  Georgia,  the  7th  to  the  10th  of 
October.  I  am  not  familiar  with  the  work  of  this  Congress, 
therefore  am  unable  to  speak  of  its  importance.  However,  if  it 
is  the  pleasure  of  this  body  that  I  shall  do  so,  I  will  with  pleasure 
attend  either  or  both  of  these  gatherings.  My  work  has  been  such 
that  I  could  not  accept  the  several  invitations  that  I  have  had 
during  the  year  to  visit  the  brethren  in  different  sections  of  the 
State.  If  some  provision  could  be  made  by  which  your  Secretary 
could  see  more  of  the  brethren,  it  might  be  instrumental  in  good 
to  the  Alliance. 

My  financial  statement  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  will  probably  be  embraced  in  their  report.

The  Business  Agent's  report  next  being  called  for,  the  following 
was  presented : 

REPORT    OF    BUSINESS    AGENT. 

To  the  Officers  and  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers' 
State  Alliance. 

Brethren : — In  presenting  this  my  annual  report  I  wish  to  avoid 
meaningless  platitudes  and  an  empty  string  of  words,  and  present 
a  paper  exciting  you  to  great  efforts  to  accomplish  the  purpose 
for  which  the  Alliance  was  organized,  to-wit,  the  betterment  of 
the  condition  of  the  farmers  of  our  country.  Possibly  a  compar- 
ison of  sales,  by  months,  followed  with  a  general  summary  of  the 
year's  business,  will  as  forcibly  present  the  situation  as  anything 
I  can  write. 

Sales  for  August,  1901,  with  the  exception  of  shoes,  almost 
doubled  the  sales  of  the  corresponding  month  in  19£)0 ;  while  Sep- 
tember fell  a  little  behind  the  previous  Septembei,  as  did  October. 
But  the  trade  in  November  dropped  to  the  zer.o  mark  for  that 
month,  as  I  thought,  and  December  went  still  lower.  With  the 
new  year  January  took  on  new  life  and  made  a  better  showing 
than  January  a  year  before,  but  February  weakened  and  failed  to 
hold  its  own.  In  March  we  did  less  than  half  the  business  we  did 
in  March,  1901,  while  business  in  April  was  better  than  in  April, 
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1901.  May  was  slightly  better  than  May  of  last  year,  as  was 
June.  The  sales  in  July  never  amount  to  much,  but  the  past  July 
was  the  lowest  on  record.  The  general  business  for  the  year, 
taken  as  a  whole,  has  not  been  quite  as  good  as  it  was  last  year. 
The  most  notable  falling  off  has  been  in  sewing  machines,  the 
sales  of  which  have  fallen  off  about  half,  as  compared  with  last 
year's  sales. 

We  all  know  that  it  has  been  a  bad  year  for  cash  trade,  owing  to 
the  very  disastrous  seasons  of  last  year,  but  the  results  of  our 
business,  as  a  whole,  have  fallen  below  my  expectations.  It  be- 
hooves us  all  to  inquire  the  cause  of  this  decline  in  trade,  and  find 
a  remedy  or  make  one. 

The  Business  Agency  has  truthfully  been  designated  the  right 
arm  of  the  Alliance,  but  the  arm  must  be  held  up  and  supported 
by  the  brethren  or  it  will  fail.  While  I  know  a  great  deal  depends 
on  the  efficiency  and  activity  of  the  State  Business  Agent,  yet  the 
support  must  come  from  the  brethren. 

We  had  as  well  look  maters  squarely  in  the  face  and  do  some- 
thing to  regain  the  trade  that  the  Agency  has  enjoyed,  but  which 
now  seems  to  have  slipped  away.  Unless  the  downward  tendency 
is  checked  the  Agency  must  ultimately  succumb,  and  then  will  go 
the  organization. 

The  facts  that  are  so  bluntly  set  forth  in  this  report  are  not 
intended  to  discourage,  but  to  excite  you  to  greater  efforts  to  re- 
build the  Alliance.  The  fruits  that  we  are  to-day  enjoying  from 
the  seeds  sown  years  ago  by  the  Alliance  and  other  farmers'  or- 
panizations  should  encourage  us  to  press  forward,  knowing  that 
to  the  faithful  comes  the  victory.  The  great  educational  revival 
that  is  spreading  over  the  State  to-day  is  largely  due  to  the 
efforts  of  the  Alliance  in  its  earlier  days.  It  was  at  the  State 
meeting  in  Asheville  that  the  impetus  was  given  the  movement 
when  the  State  Alliance  memorialized  the  Legislature  to  increase 
the  public  school  fund  by  raising  the  tax  from  16  cents  to  18  cents 
on  each  $100  worth  of  property.  Both  the  A.  &  M-  and  the 
Normal  Colleges  are  the  result  of  farmers'  organizations.  While 
these  schools  might  have  eventually  come  without  the  agitation 
of  the  farmers'  organizations,  yet,  but  for  their  persistent  efforts 
these  schools  would  not  to-day  be  doing  the  great  and  glorious 
work  in  educating  the  youth  of  the  State  that  they  are  now  ac- 
complishing. The  free  rural  delivery  of  mails  that  is  now 
making  brighter  so  many  homes  by  daily  bringing  to  their  doors 
messages  from  friends  and  loved  ones,  and  the  news  from  the 
outside  world,  is  the  result  of  the  seed  sown  years  ago  in  the 
Grange,  a  fanners'  organization.  The  results  of  these  former 
efforts,  the  fruits  of  which  we  are  now  enjoying,  will  prove  such 
a  blessing  to  our  people  that  we  should  be  determined  to  con- 
tinue in  the  good  work  of  brightening  the  homes  and  endeavoring 
to  lighten  the  labors  of  the  farmers  of  the  State.  Therefore  I 
appeal  to  you  brethren  who  are  here,  and  through  you  to  the 
brethren  and  friends  of  the  Alliance  throughout  the  State,  to 
stand  by  the  organization  and  give  it  your  encouragement  and 
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support  that  our  people  may  continue  to  enjoy  the  benefits  that 
may  come  to  them  by  the  hearty  co-operation  of  the  farmers  of 
the  State. 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  adopted  by  the  State  Alliance 
last  year,  your  Executive  Committee  took  up  the  fertilizer  ques- 
tion with  Mr.  L.  A.  Carr,  of  the  Durham  Fertilizer  Company, 
the  result  of  which  will  be  embodied  in  their  report. 

Another  resolution  adopted  at  the  last  meeting  of  the  State 
Alliance,  the  one  in  regard  to  the  cotton  seed  question,  resulted 
in  a  meeting  of  cotton  farmers  of  the  state  in  the  city  of  Raleigh 
the  last  of  September,  who  organized,  and  fixed  the  minimum 
price  of  cotton  seed  at  25  cents  per  bushel  cash,  and  1,333  pounds 
of  cotton  seed  meal  for  a  ton  of  cotton  seed,  when  seed  are  ex- 
changed for  meal.  By  the  action  of  that  body  thousands  of  dol- 
lars are  saved  to  the  cotton  farmers  of  the  South,  for  the  farmers 
of  nearly  or  all  of  the  Southern  States  took  similar  action. 
While  the  State  Alliance  was  never  thanked  nor  its  efforts  ap- 
preciated by  many  who  were  benefitted  by  this  action,  yet  we  have 
the  satisfaction  of  knowing  that  the  movement  that  resulted  in 
saving  so  much  for  the  cotton  farmers  of  the  South  was  put  on 
foot  by  this  body  at  its  last  meeting,  therefore  we  feel  amply 
repaid  in  knowing  that  we  were  instrumental  in  benefitting  so 
many  of  our  brother  farmers,  and  we  wish  to  assure  them  that 
whenever  oportunity  is  again  offered  we  will  not  withold  our  in- 
fluence and  efforts  in  their  behalf. 

Wishing  you  a  happy  solution  of  the  problems  that  are  now 
before  you  and  that  your  labors  may  result  in  the  upbuilding  of

2.  That  the  State  Alliance  be  requested  to  inquire  into  the 
propriety  of  organizing  a  central  juvenile  training  school  or  or- 
phanage for  the  Alliance  and  like  fraternal  organizations  that 
may  be  inclined  to  co-operate  with  us. 
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3.     That  our  delegates  be  instructed  [to  encourage]  such  prac- 
tical enterprises. 

Resolution  "E,"  sent  by  Franklin  County  Alliance,  was  then 
presented. 

No  further  business,  the  Alliance  took  a  recess  until  8  p.  m. 


Night  Session. 

The  Alliance  re-assembled  at  8  p.  m. 

Resolution  "F"  was  offered  by  Bro.  J.  C.  Bain  and  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Business  Agency. 

The  Committee  on  Demands  and  Resolutions  submitted  their 
reports  on  the  resolutions  sent  up  by  the  Moore  and  Columbus 
county  Alliances,  which  recommended  that  these  resolutions  "do 
not  pass."     The  report  of  the  Committee  was  adopted. 

Resolution  "G"  was  introduced  by  Secretary  Parker  and 
adopted  unanimously,  as  follows : 

Whereas,  The  farmers  of  North  Carolina  constitute  over  eighty 
per  cent  of  her  population,  and  this  being  an  agricultural  State, 
and  will  so  continue  for  years,  therefore 

Resolved,  That  we,  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alli- 
ance, endorse  the  action  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  in  their 
recommendation  that  the  Legislature  appropriate  $40,000  for  the 
purpose  of  building  and  equipping  an  Agricultural  Building  at 
the  A.  &  M.  College,  near  Raleigh,  N.  C. 

The  following  motion  was  adopted :  That  the  President  appoint 
a  committee  of  three  who  shall  present  at  this  meeting  of  the 
State  Alliance,  for  its  consideration,  a  plan  of  life  insurance  on 
the  assessment  plan.  The  President  appointed  the  following  as 
•the  committee :  T.  B.  Parker,  R.  H.  Lane,  H.  M.  Cates. 

Resolution  "H,"  by  C.  H.  Poe,  was  presented  and  adopted  as 
follows : 

Resolved,  That  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  State  Alliance 
heartily  endorse  the  rural  school  library  movement  set  on  foot  by 
the  last  General  Assembly,  and  would  urge  the  next  Legislature 
to  increase  the  appropriation  so,  if  possible,  that  every  school 
may  be  given  the  aid  now  limited  to  six  schools  in  the  county. 

No  further  business  being  presented,  the  Alliance  adjourned 
until  to-morrow  morning.

Resolved,  That  steps  be  taken  at  once  to  secure  the  completion 
of  the  Polk  monument,  and  to  this  end  that  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee be  made  of  ways  and  means  to  secure  the  above  end.

At  10.30  the  Alliance  took  a  recess  until  11  a.  m.  Upon  re- 
assembling remarks  were  made  by  Brethren  H.  M.  Cates,  W.  S. 
Mercer,  G.  W.  P.  Cates,  H.  A.  Cutler,  Nathan  Williams,  R.  B. 
Myers,  D.  A.  Montgomery,  W.  A.  Graham,  J.  W.  Seawell,  Robert 
Cooper  and  T.  P.  Johnston. 

Motion  to  pay  expenses  of  a  representative  to  attend  the  Cot- 
ton States  Association  of  Commissioners  of  Agriculture  was  re- 
ported unfavorably.    Report  adopted. 

Delegate  Cates,  of  Orange,  presented  a  resolution  adopted  by 
Orange  County  Alliance  as  follows : 

Resolved  by  Orange  County  Alliance,  That  the  State  Alliance 
discuss  the  advisability  of  selecting  a  district  of  three  or  more 
counties  contiguous,  and  appoint  a  Lecturer  for  that  district 
who  will  thoroughly  canvass  it  with  a  view  to  reorganizing  the 
Alliance.

Afternoon  Session. 

The  Alliance  reassembled  at  2.30  p.  m. 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  being  called  for,  Bro. 
John  Graham,  on  behalf  of  the  Committee,  presented  the  fol- 
lowing :

I. 

We  recommend  that  the  Business  Office  of  the  State  Business 
Agency  be  moved  to  Raleigh,  and  in  that  event  that  the  salary  of 
the  Business  Agent  be  at  the  rate  of  $1,150  per  annum  with  the 
use  of  the  farm  at  Hillsboro  as  included  in  salary  during  Nov- 
ember 1,  1902.  We  further  recommend  that  should  there  be  con- 
siderable increase  in  the  business  of  the  Agency  that  such  clerical 
help  as  may  be  necessary  may  be  employed  by  the  Business 
Agent  with  the  consent  and  approval  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

In  the  event  that  the  removal  of  the  Business  Office  to  Raleigh 
may  not  be  profitable,  then,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  the  office  of  the  State  Business  Agency  mav  be  reop- 
ened at  Hillsboro,  the  salary  of  the  State  Business  Agent  then  to 
be  at  the  rate  of  $950.00  per  annum,  with  use  of  farm,  as  above 
stated. 

II. 

We  recommend  the  plan  to  organize  and  re-organize  Sub-Al- 
liances, now  in  practice  and  adopted  by  the  Executive  Committee 
at  Headquarters,  September  23,  1899,  as  the  best  and  cheapest 
system  that  we  can  devise. 

We  ask  that  the  delegates  present  furnish,  the  State  Lecturer 
the  names  of  suitable  Alliancemen  to  push  the  work  in  their 
respective  counties,  assisted  by  the  State  Lecturer  and  State  Bus- 
iness Agent  to  the  best  of  their  ability. 

III. 

We  recommend  that  the  State  Business  Agency  continue  to 
expose  for  sale  the  shoes  and  all  material  connected  with  the  shoa 
factory  at  a  price  which  will  insure  the  sale  of  same,  and  we  espe- 
cially ask  the  assistance  of  the  brethren  to  accomplish  this  object. 
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Report  received.  Moved  that  the  recommendations  be  acted 
on  seriatim.     All  the  recommendations  were  adopted.

The  hour  for  installing  the  officers  having  arrived,  the  Presi- 
dent requested  Bro.  J.  E.  Person  to  act  as  installing  officer,  who 
proceeded  to  install  the  officers-elect. 

Bro.  J.  M.  Mitchell  offered  a  resolution  of  thanks  to  the  rail- 
road companies  for  the  reduced  rates  given  to  the  brethren  at- 
tending the  State  Alliance.

Evening  Sfssion. 

The  Alliance  was  called  to  order  by  President  Fleming. 

Bro,  W.  A.  Graham  read  from  the  act  incorporating  the  Alli- 
ance showing  the  power  given  to  sub,  county  and  State  Alliances 
by  the  charter.  Lecturer  J.  C.  Bain  exemplified  the  secret  work 
of  the  Alliance,  after  which  the  Alliance  went  into  open  session 
and  invited  the  public  to  hear  an  address  from  Bro.  H.  M.  Cates, 
of  Alamance,  who  addressed  the  Alliance  in  his  ixsual  charming 
style. 

Brethren  J.  C.  Bain,  W.  A.  Graham,  John  Graham,  W.  S.  Mer- 
cer, J.  W.  Denmark,  J.  H.  Caldwell,  and  others,  made  short  but 
pointed  and  practical  talks,  which  were  enjoyed  by  the  brethren. 

The  following  resolution  by  Bro.  John  Graham,  was  vmani- 
mously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote : 

Resolved,  That  the  thanks  of  the  North  Carolina  Farmers'  Al- 
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liance  are  hereby  tendered  The  Progressive  Farmer,  Brethren 
Denmark  and  Poe,  owner  and  editor,  for  the  aid  they  are  render- 
ing the  farmers  of  North  Carolina,  and  we  pledge  ourselves  to  do 
our  best  to  extend  the  circulation  of  their  excellent  paper. 

President  Fleming  announced  the  appointment  of  the  following 
brethren  to  act  as  the  Judiciary  Committee :  John  Graham, 
Chairman;  H.  T.  Jones,  John  Knox  Hughes. 

No  further  business  appearing,  the  Alliance  closed  its  sixteenth 
annual  meeting  after  prayer  by  the  Chaplain.

CHARTER. 

AN  ACT  TO  INCORPORATE  THE  FARMERS'  STATE  ALLIANCE 
OF    NORTH  CAROLINA  AND  SUB-ALLIANCES. 

The  General  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact : 

Section  1.  That  S.  B.  Alexander,  L.  L.  Polk,  J.  D.  Allen,  Elias 
Carr,  T.  Ivey,  John  S.  Johnston,  D.  Reid  Parker  and  such  others 
as  may  be  associated  with  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incorpo- 
rated under  the  name  and  style  of  the  "Farmers'  State  Alliance 
of  North  Carolina,"  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors 
shall  and  may  have  continual  succession,  and  a  common  seal, 
which  they  may  alter  or  change  at  will,  and  shall  be  capable  of 
suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  and  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with,  and  of  acquiring,  holding  and 
conveying  real  and  personal  property,  and  shall  also  have  power 
to  elect  such  officers  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  conduct  of  its 
business,  and  to  adopt  such  rides  and  regulations  and  by-laws  as 
may  be  proper  for  the  government  of  the  corporation;  that  the 
said  corporation  shall  have  and  possess  all  corporate  powers, 
rights  and  privileges  conferred  upon  corporations  by  the  general 
laws  of  this  State  as  may  be  necessary,  appropriate  or  convenient 
to  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  enjoyment  of  the  rights  and 
privileges  given  by  this  act,  and  to  the  conduct  and  management 
of  its  business  affairs. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation  is  authorized  and  empowered 
to  conduct  and  carry  on  by  itself,  or  by  and  through  its  duly  ap- 
pointed agents,  managers  and  servants,  a  mercantile  or  manufac- 
turing business  in  all  branches ;  to  erect,  manage  and  operate 
warehouses,  stockyards,  grain  elevators  and  packing  establish- 
ments; to  manufacture  guano  and  other  fertilizers,  and  generally 
to  conduct  and  carry  on  such  enterprises  and  transact  such  bus- 
iness as  may  be  necessary  or  advisable  for  its  profit  or  advance- 
ment, or  that  may  contribute  to  the  accomplishment  of  the  gen- 
eral design  and  purpose  for  which  it  is  created,  and  for  which  an 
association  now  existing  in  this  State,  and  known  as  the  "Farm- 
ers' State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina,"  was  organized. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  corporation  hereby  created  may  adopt  the  con- 
stitution and  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  of  the  said  associa- 
tion known  as  the  "Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  North  Carolina," 
and  by  consent  of  the  said  association  may  become  its  successor, 
acquire  its  rights  and  privileges,  assume  its  liabilities  and  con- 
tinue to  develop  and  execute  its  general  plans  and  purposes,  with 
the  right  to  change,  modify,  enlarge  and  extend  the  same,  so  as 
to  promote  the  interest  of  the  members  of  the  corporation  and  the 
welfare  and  prosperity  of  the  farmers  and  laborers  of  the  State 
and  all  persons  engaged  in  agricultural  or  mechanical  pursuits. 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  said  corporation  may  use  and  adopt  such 
means  and  measures  as  may  be  necessary  to  raise  funds  for  its 
purposes,  and  to  conduct  is  financial  operations,  and  especially 
may  impose  fines,  and  penalties,  and  dues,  and  collect  the  same, 
levy  assessments,  and  provide  for  stock  subscriptions  if  deemed 
advisable. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  corporation  shall,  by  its  proper  officers, 
agents,  managers  and  servants,  exercise  general  control  and 
supervision  over  the  Subordinate  Alliances  of  the  State  hereinaf- 
ter created  and  incorporated,  and  may  describe  how  the  said  Sub- 
ordinate Alliances  shall  be  represented  in  the  membership,  con- 
ventions and  meetings  of  the  said  corporation. 

Sec.  6.  That  each  County  Alliance  which  has  been  or  may  here- 
after be  organized  is  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate 
under  the  name  and  style  of  the  Farmers'  Alliance  of  the  partic- 
ular county  in  which  said  Alliance  is  located,  and  under  the  said 
name  and  style  it  shall  have  and  possess  all  the  rights,  powers  and 
privileges  herein  granted  to  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  Xorth 
Carolina,  which  may  be  necessary  to  develop  and  execute  its  plan 
and  purposes,  and  which  shall  not  be  inconsistent  or  in  conflict 
with  those  granted  to  the  said,  Farmers'  State  Alliance  of  Xorth 
Carolina,  but  shall  in  all  respects  be  subordinate  and  subservient 
thereto. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  County  Alliance  may  establish,  conduct  and 
prosecute  such  mercantile  and  manufacturing  business  and  such 
other  enterprises  as  will  promote  the  interests  and  welfare  of  the 
said  Alliance  and  its  members  in  the  county  in  which  it  is  located, 
and  it  may  adopt  such  a  constitution,  by-laws,  rules  and  regula- 
tions and  provide  for  such  a  form  of  organization  as  may  be 
suited  to  its  wants  and  necessities,  provided  that  the  plans  of  or- 
ganization in  the  several  counties  shall  be  as  nearly  imiform  as 
possible;  and  for  this  purpose  the  Farmers'  Alliance,  if  it  is 
deemed  necessary,  may  prescribe  a  general  and  uniform  plan  for 
the  organization  of  the  County  Alliances. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  Subordinate  Alliances  which  are  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  organized  in  the  several  counties  of  the  State,  are 
hereby  created  bodies  politic  and  corporate,  under  such  name  and 
style  as  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  prescribed  by  the  Farmers' 
State  Alliance,  and  under  such  name  and  style  they  shall  severally 
have  and  enjoy  the  powers,  rights  and  privileges  conferred  by  this 
act  upon  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance,  and  the  County  Alliances, 
and  which  may  be  necessary  and  appropriate  to  develop  and  exe- 
cute the  plan  and  purpose  of  this  organization ;  and  they  may 
conduct  and  carry  on  within  their  respective  localities  such  busi- 
ness and  enterprises  as  are  of  the  same  nature  as  those  authorized 
by  this  act  to  be  conducted  and  carried  on  by  the  other  Alliances, 
and  may  adopt  such  plan  of  organization  and  such  constitution 
and  by-laws  as  may  be  suited  to  said  purpose;  provided  that  the 
Farmers'  State  Alliance  hereby  incorporated  may  "prescribe  a  uni- 
form plan  for  the  organization  of  said  Alliances,  under  and  by 
which  they  may  be  formed  and  governed. 
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Sec.  9.  That  the  County  Alliances  and  Subordinate  Alliances, 
the  incorporation  of  which  is  provided  for  in  this  act,  may  suc- 
ceed to  the  rights  and  privileges,  adopt  the  present  organization, 
assume  the  liabilities  and  continue  to  develop  and  execute  the 
general  plan  and  purposes  of  the  association  respectively  known 
as  the  County  Alliances  and  Subordinate  Alliances,  and  in  such 
case  the  said  County  Alliances  and  Subordinate  Alliances  as  now 
existing  and  organized  under  their  constitution,  by-laws,  rules 
and  regulations,  shall  be  corporate  bodies  and  invested  with  the 
corporate  powers,  rights  and  privileges  herein  granted  to  County 
and  Subordinate  Alliances,  subject  to  the  supervision  and  control 
of  the  Farmers'  State  Alliance. 

Sec.  10.  That  any  three  or  more  members  of  any  one  of  the 
Alliances  hereby  incorporated  may  unite  and  associate  with  them 
any  three  or  more  persons  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and 
conducting  any  mercantile  or  manufacturing  business  or  enter- 
prise, or  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and  conducting  any  busi- 
ness of  the  nature  or  character  authorized  to  be  established  and 
conducted  by  the  corporation  created  by  this  act,  and  the  persons 
so  united  and  associated  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  shall  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  with  such  corporate  powers,  rights  and 
privileges  as  are  by  this  act  granted  to  the  corporations  created 
thereby,  and  which  may  be  necessary  or  adapted  to  the  prosecu- 
tion of  such  business  or  enterprise;  provided  that  the  said  per- 
sons so  united  and  associated  shall  first  file  in  the  office  of  the 
Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county  in  which  the  corpora- 
tion is  to  have  its  principal  place  of  business,  articles  or  agree- 
ment, as  provided  for  in  chapter  19  of  the  act  of  1885 ;  that  upon 
the  filing  of  such  articles  the  same  proceedings  shall  be  had  as 
are  provided  for  in  sections  678,  679  and  680  of  The  Code. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  President,  Secretary  and  Treasurer,  or  other 
chief  officer  in  the  said  several  Alliances  now  existing  in  this 
State,  with  the  Executive  Committee  of  each,  may  immediately 
accept  and  adopt  this  act  of  incorporation,  and  thereupon  they 
shall  severally  be  invested  with  the  corporate  powers,  rights  and 
privileges  conferred  by  this  act  under  their  present  plan  and 
organization:  Provided,  that  the  failure  or  refusal  of  any  one  or 
more  of  the  said  Alliances  to  accept  this  charter  or  act  shall  not 
affect  or  prejudice  those  which  do  accept,  nor  prevent  them  from 
becoming  incorporated  under  this  act  and  enjoying  the  rights  and 
privileges  therein  conferred. 

Sec.  12.  This  act  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  ratifica- 
tion. 

In  the  General  Assembly  read  three  times  and  ratified  this  the 
7th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1889.
